Folistena in the Wingfield Stable Excites General 
Commendation of Experts. 



I.Kjuisville, Ky., March 30.— The racing string of 
the Albany, N. Y., turfman, F. J. Nolan, whose 
horses race under the name of the Beverw.vek 
Stable, has arrived at Churchill Downs from the 
Gravesend tra<*k in <*harge <»f trainer George Zeigler. 

The string is headed by the Kentucky Derby can- 
didate, Lena Misha, w’hich handsome <-hestnut colt 
is already fairly advanced in his preparation for 
the race. This son of King James onl.v raced three 
times as a two-ye.ar-old and his one wMn was scored 
in the Juvenile Stakes last spring at Belmont Park, 
when he beat out Ormesdale, Kilmer and a band 
of other tfootl starters, running the five -eighths of 
that race in :.59, He, as well as the rest of this 
string, shippe«l well and he is a good-looking colt, 
with a fine way' of going. The other hors«‘s in the 
stable are Old K«H‘nig, whi<*h witli Ii<*na Misha is 
engaged in lK»th the Clark ami Kentucky handi- 
caps, but was not <-ntere<l by his owner in tlie 
Derby; Henry Jr., a maiden three-year-obl; Dread- 
nought, the two-year-old l)rother to Great Britain, 
and a pair of otlier two-year-obis in Top of the 
AVave and Alone at Last. 

The riding for this stable will be done thi.? year 
by the noted jockey Eddie Dugan, who in sixty- 
five mounts last .vear was twenty -one times first, 
giving him the creditable i)ercentage of .32. It is 
probable that he will join trainer Zeigler here in! 
the next ten days and. b.v exercising the Nolan 
horses, will get into good riding condition so as to 
l>e at his best when the time <’oines for him t(» take 
the mount on I^ena Misha in the Kentucky Derby. 

While this string is onl.v a half-dozen horses in 
luimbor, it makes up in the <iuality of its horses, 
which all lo«*k like the genuine article in the way 
of stake horses, old Koenig has started but once 
and, having then failed to wdn, he is now' a>K>ut as 
)>romising a maiden three-year-old as tlu*re is in 
training, as he was highly tried as a yearling and 
in his early tw<*- year -old form. 

Jockey J. Kederis has arrived here from Hot 
Springs to take up his work in tlie stable of j. 
lAvingston, for which turfman he will ride this 
year. He has already picked his choice of the Liv- 
ingston stable for his mount in the Derb.v and 
lauded on Polroma. This will leave trainer Brandt 
to select the rider on Col. Vennie, as this pair will 
both probably go to the post. The latter good colt 
has been a bit off for the last week, which caused 
trainer Brandt to let up up on him in bis work, but 
he is now’ over all sickness and in the last few 
days has been out <ui the tra<*k again. Trainer 
Brandt thinks if he has no other set b.ack. that Ids 
recent sickness will not prevent him being ready for 
the big race. 

The racing stable of George AA’ingfield, which is 



now in training quarters at the D<»wns in charge of 
trainer George Strate. is fourteen strong. The older 
horses are Celesta, Scarlet Oaks, Star Shooter, Wa- 
shoe Belle, Mary Jay and the English four-year- 
old bay mare Polistena. 

It is questionable if as grand a looking young 
mare as the latter was ever housed at the Dowms. 
She stands away above sixteen hands high and is 
masculine in appearance with a beautiful bony 
head and an exceedingly stout neck and shoulders 
with a wonderful depth of heart. She W’as un- 
l>eaten- in England and in her one race there last 
year as a tliree -year-old won in a field of twenty - 
seven starters. 

Traiiner Strate did not enter Polistena in any of 
the big races of this spring and the coming sum- 
mer for the reason that he w’ants to thoroughly ac- 
climate her before sending her to race against the 
best horses in training. There is no doubt that if 
she stands training on American tracks that she 
will sooner or later cut a big figure in racing in 
this country. She has all the appearance of a 
mare that, when in proper racing condition, is 
unbeatable and when done with the turf is sure 
to become a queen in the stud. 

Wingfield paid over $10,000 for this young m.are 
in England and he got a bargain in the opinion 
of all good judges of horses w’ho have looked her 
over since she has arrived here. 

The two-year-olds in the Wingfield stable 
number eight head and are as follow’s:

The latter filly is one of the first of the get of 
the great race horse Montgomery, w’hich is now' 
at Wingfield’s breeding farm in Nevada. Fanc.v 
Feathers is a sister to Smoke House, which raced 
so w’ell as a tw’o-year-obl in Kentuck.v for trainer 
William Wallace a few years back. Golden Dragon 
is a half-brother to Besslein, a two-year-old win- 
nes last year, and Amalgamator is a brother to 
the winner of last .vear. Favour. Deckhand’s dam, 
Afamada, was a brilliant racing filly in Kentuck.v 
in her da.v and among other w'inning races as a 
two-.vear-old won the Clipsetta Stakes at laitonia 
in 1897, lumting the famous Martha II., which 
in the stud pnxluced Artful which, until Regret 
show’ed up, h;is always been regarded as the 
greatest filly that ever wore the Whitney colors. 

There are several recent importations made by 
Wingfield, which are now qtiartered at his Nevada 
breeding plant, which will join Strate’s stable here 
during the local racing season. They were sent 
w'est to rest up from their long journey across 
the sea. 

So far W. Bruzel is th(? onl.v jockey that Wing- 
field has under engagement. The bo.v w'as taken 
sick aft(‘r he arrive«l at New Orleans from Juarez, 
but he is now entirel.v well again and trainer 
Strate is well pleased with him as a rider. Stnite 
has entire management of the Wingfiebl horses 
and sold the stable’s Kentuckj' I>erby candidate. 
Skeer Face, because he tlumght he was getting a 
good pri<-e for him at .$8.(K)0. 

He iKtught the c<dt for AVingfield for $.500, so the 
son of HipiM)drome proved ;i good investment to 
the Nevada turfman. He regrets that the stable 
now' will have no Derb.v starter, but as he r«.‘- 
inarked, “there is another year.” 

About this time last .vear E. R. Bradle.v made 
tl:e announcement that he would win the Ken- 
tucky Derb.v this year w’itli the colt Blind Baggage j 
and a message received from I<lle Hour Farm a I 
few' days ago tells that this son of Sain has met 
every expectation in his <levelopment and at 
present seems like ;i c-oming champion. 

Blind Baggage did not race last year, because 
he was one of the survivors in the disastrous rail- 
road wreck near Cincinnati last summer, in which a 
number of race horses were killed outriglit. T'p 
to that time he had shown great form in his train- 
ing trials and was being reserved for his eastern 
engagements at Saratoga, where he was being 
shipped to, by the way of the Windsor track. 

He got a b;id shaking up in that W’reck, but, 

according to all accounts, he has long since recov- 
ered from his then slight injuries. He is the 
first produce of the high-class filly Love- not, 
wliich ran third to Novelty and Bashti in the Fu- 
turity of 1910. and which it was claimed at the 

time sh<‘ wouhl hav(‘ won that great stake had 

she had an equal start from the barrier w’ith the 
two w'liich finished in front of her in that race. 

Trainer Hainmon. who has charge of E. R. Brad- 
le.v”s stable, jilso sa.vs he is pleased W’ith the con- 
dition of Blind Baggage’s stable companion, tlie 

colt Desmond’s Day. whicli he brought over from 
England for Bradle.v last year. T.'iis colt only 
raced three times as .a two-year-old and is as 
richly bred as any of the English or French -bred 
three-year-olds that are entered in tlie Derby. 
Br.ulb‘.v has never been fortunate enough to W’in 
the Kentucky Derby and it might be that this will 
prove his year. 



PROBABLE BOWIE INAUGURAL HORSES. 



Washington. I). March 30. — The racing season 
of 1916 will be inaugurated at the Bow’ie race track 



next Saturday b.v the Southern Maryland .\gri- 
cnltnr.il Association and the feature race of the 
opening day. the Inaugural Handicap, seven- 
eighths, for tliree-j'ear-olds and over, bids fair to 
call to the post a good field. Secretary Josiieli 
McLennan, who recentl.v arrived at Bowie from 
New' Orleans, looks for ton or tw'olve starters and 
not the least formidable of them will be sent out 
by stables that wintered at Bowie and Benning. 

The Benning Inaugural eandidates of the highest 
promise are (J. A. Muller’s Fenmonse. the Mizpah 
Stable’s Kingly. AVilliain P. Burch’s (’orsican, AV. 

T. Anderson’s Star Gift, and Colonel 1. M. Parr’s 
The Masquerader ami the Bow'ie aspirants are 
John AA’. Pangle’s promising three-year-old Prohi- 
bition and William R, Mizell’s Rol>ert Bradley. 
These horses probably are as fit as any that have 
raced in the south, for in spite of the bad weather 
of the last four or five w'ceks, their trainers have 
been busy with them every day'. Fred Kraft be- 
lieves that Star Gift is as good as she w’as last 
spring, wlien, it W’ill l>e remembered, she was W'in- 
ning frequently' at Bow'ie, and Fenmonse and 
Kingly, the last named a Toronto Cup W'innor, 
l>ave both been three-quarters over the old Wash- 
ington Jockey Club course in better than 1:18, 
w'hieh w'ork is considered as good as three-quarters 
in 1:15 at Belmont Park or other fast New' York 
tracks. 

Fenmonse, which took on a bit of flesh over winter 
has grown into a grand -looking filly and she is good 
ill any sort of going. “Little Alike” Daly, who is 
handling her for Mr. Aluller, speaks of her with 
entiuisiasm and predicts that she w’ill go any dis- 
tance. Daly' is training Kingly also, but he does 
not consider that handsome son of Stanhope II, as 
good at seven-eightlis as Fenmonse is likel.v to 
prove herself. Kingly' seems to prefer a longer 
route. But Kingly will start in the Inaugural 
bi'oause he is preparing for a campaign about New 
A’ork and he needs as much racing hereabouts as be 
can get to fit him for that campaign. Daly has 
still another potential Inaugural can<lidate in Flit- 
tergold, but it is hardly probable that Flittergold 
will st.irt if Fenmonse continues to train satis- 
factorily. Daly' is planning to make a long dis- 
tance rimer of this brother of Fair Play and lie 
w'ill l>e rserved for the long races of the Bowie 
program, of w'hich there are many. 

Corsican, a son of Golden Maxim and Personal, 
probably is no better than a useful selling plater 
when the best horses are fit, but he has the ad- 
vantage this spring of u first rate preparation. 
William Brooks has prepared him for the Inaugural 
and there are few better men at fitting a horse in 
s[>ringtiine than Brooks. The Alasquerader, a geld- 
ing now', is behaving more like The Masquerader of 
two years back, when he was the most brilliant 
two-year-old in these parts, and AA’illiam Garth be- 
lieves that he will run to the promise of his ju- 
venile form. It is the intention of Colonel Parr 
to put The Alasquerader to jumping, but not until 
l-.e has done a bit of Hat racing in Alaryland. 

Much has already' been said of the improvement 
in Prohibition since last year and it is only neces- 
sar.v to mention here tliat he is galloping satis- 
factorily at Bowie for John W. Pangle, w’ho lias 
taken over the job of training him. Rolx^rt Brad- 
le 3 ’, w hich w intered with Prohibition in the stable ] 
of Janies Arthur at the new' Alaryland track, is the 
most forw'ard of the old horses there. He looks 

.’iboiit like he did last fall and Arthur believes that 

he will not give the starter as much trmible as 

be did last year. He has had a lot of training at 

li starting gate that Arthur’s foreman rigged up for 
the spe<*ial purpo.se of teaching him good manners. 
AVhen RolK*rt Bradley is right he is formidable in 
any lompan.v up to one mile and an eightli'. 

A formidable Benning candidate for the Inaugural 
in Ri<-hanl F. Carman’s stable is the Hippodrome 
three-.voar-old Skeer Face, but be did not winter 
herealioiits. Skeer I’ac** nu'cd at New’ Orleans and 
Mr. Carman brought him here fit. He has had no 
more tlian enough galloping since his arrival at 
Bouning to keep an edge on his speed.

Horses Belonging to H. K. Knapp and Schuyler L. 
Parsons Ready for Training at Belmont Park.

New’ Y«»rk, March 30. -Willi.im II. Karrick. one 
of tlie most skillful <if the younger generation of 
trainers iu this country, will begin the racing sea- 



son with a string of twenty horses belonging to the 
Oneck St.-ible. presided over by II. K. Knapp, 
one of tlic stewards <*f the .lo<-key Clnl*; Srlni.v- 
ler L. Pars(ms, another of (he .Focke.v Club stew- 
ards. and one horse the propert.v of S. D. 
Riddle. Of this iinmber the Oneck Stable has ten 
and Mr. Parsons nine. Only three in the latter’s 
collection are two-year-olds, w’hile there are six 
.Youngsters in the Oneok string. Like all other 
horses that have wintered on Ix)ng Island the Kar- 
riek string is nearl.v a month behind in tlieir work 
owing to the alx>minablc we.ither that has prevailetl 
last winter and this spring. ’I'lie past few days 
tliere has lK‘cn :i change for the better :ind sui>cr- 
intendent Pelz hoi)es to slM»rtl.v have the track in 
g<xMl shape for tr.iining pnriK)ses. ('onscquentl.v 
from HOW’ on tliere is every reason to Ixdieve a lot 
of stiff work will be dealt out to the racers on 

I..ong Island. As trjiiner Karrick has suiM*rb win- 
ter quarters at Belmont Park it is safe to say that 
Ills string is alxait as forward as can In* exiH‘cted 
uml<*r tlie eironmstames. as his winter quarters are 
well sheltere<l from severe storms and he could there- 
fore do some sort of work wlien others w’ere at a 
disadvantage. This l>eing the <*ase it may be pre- 
sumed that the Karrick liorses will go to the train- 
ing track the first time thoroughly ready for liard 
work and will no doubt he fit for the pf>st before 
those of some of his nssoedates wlio liave spent tlie 
winter at Belmont Park. 

In the older division Mr. Karrick has a useful 
band of horses in Yankee Notions, Phosphor, Sliarp- 
shooter. Hanson and Distant Shore. His three - 
year-olds are not so promising, taking their two- 
year-old form as a line, thongli they may improve 
with age. as many youngsters do. But if they only 
live up to their last year’s records they are not Ji. 
formidable eolle<-tion. The.v inelnde Wenonali. Wa- 
ter Belle. Sliooting Star, E'lnte and High ('hair. Of 
these Wenonali is tlie <ialy winner and slie evi- 
dently went amiss early, as she did n(»t start on 
tlie lo<*al tracks after May. Shooting Star and Wa- 
ter Belle were not introduce*! during tlie New’ York 
seas*in, Jienee it is presumed tlie.v met witli some 
trouble and were reserved f*ir later achievements. 
High (’liair an*l Flute were Imth tried in races, bat 
never show’cd anything that would indicate they 
were other tliun ordinary, ronseqnently if tliere is 
a goo«l three -year -old in the Karrick string it is 
not witliin sight at the iiresent writing. 

.\niong th«* two-year-*dds he has some w<*ll bre<l 
yoniigst«*rs. 'Plie niiiiame<l eolt b.v Waterlio.v — Kia- 
meslia has nati<‘edents of note, Kiaineslia Ixdng a 
fast mare tliat carri«Ml tlie c<d*»rs <>f Mr. Knapp with 
distinction. Artemis, by Star Shoot — Oiie<k Gm‘eii, 
is a fill.v w’itli high recommemlatioas as to breed- 
ing. Among the youngsters in tln‘ Parsons string 
are Fri**mlless by SuiM‘rmaii — Liu-kless and the bla«*k 
fill.v Koli-i-No*ir. b.v Dr. I^eggo — Pri<*eless .lewel. But 
as Mr. Karri«*k says, one knows little or <‘an tell 
little about two-year-olds until they have lieen well 
trie*l out. ('onscqmmtl.v iiotliing can Ik* said t»f their 
prosiH***ts. It is lamlly probable an.v of the Kar- 
riek string will Ik* sent to the |K>st before tin* oik*ii- 
ing of tlie New Y<»rk season.

Oscar I^w'isohn w'ill put his English mare Bess 
to jumping this season. She is l^ing trained by 
John Wlialen. 

Jocke.v W. I.<ea, who recently arrived in Adelaide 
with horses sent from England by R. Wootton, has 
decided to remain in Soutli Australia. 

Tlie aggregate totalizator investments at the re- 
cent Tasmanian racing carnival W’ere $334,405. This 
w'as .$7,300 less than last j'ear. but bad w'eather 
interfered W'ith the Hobart Cup meeting. 

George Odom believes he secured a great prize in 
the chestnut tw'o-year-old Sargon, by Uncle — Semir- 
amis, bought at tlie Mackay sale for $2, SIX). Not 
only has this colt grow'n W’ouderfully since b**ing 
<inartered at (Jravesend, but lie has rounded out, 
ami looks in all resi>ects like tlie material out of 
wliicli a real race horse miglit easily be developed. 

G<‘orge M. O*lom will send four of his two-year- 
<dd to Marylaml in tharge of his elder brother, 

J. I). 0<lom, Jr. 'riie.v consist of Barry, by Voor- 
hees— Irama; a filly by Ben 'rrovato— Miss Fiiieh;

OLD-TIME ENGLISH TURF NOTABLES. 



Reminiscences of the Scotts, Daw’sons, Butler, 
Robson, Day and Others Famous in Their Times. 



In our rambles among our old trainers we 
scarcely went far ennogh back to trace the 
origin of one or tw'o of tliose still with ns. and 
befon* the days of Robson and the ('hifneys there 
lived men almost as famous in the Nortli, when* 
Hamhiedon Avas eonsiden**! tin* b**st summer train- 
ing ground to he found, one Isaac Cape ruled at 
Tnpgill, Ho.vle at Asligill, Jackson, tin* train»*r of 
•Matehein; Seaife. aaIio trained for the Roi-king- 
hums and E'itzwilliams; Searle, avIio persi«h*d ov»*r 
Sledmere; 'IVssynian, who traim*d ('avemlisli an«l 
Windleston; .Michael Mason, of Hamhiedon House; 
John Ix)Avther. of Bramhahi Moor: Charles DaAvson, 
the famous old jocke.v; John I>onsdale. avIio trained 
for Ixml Strathmore; and W. ('ollison. Avho man- 
aged for Croft, Avho trained for I^ord Glasgow to 
the time of liis death in 1828, 

Botli the S<-otts. Jolin and Bill, were brought up 
in Croft’s stable, but they really belonged to New- 
market, as they Avere born at Chippenliam. a little 
village near by, rendered famous by the great 
coursing meeting lield there in the olden days. 
Their fatiier used to ride for Sir, S, Sitwell, and 
among the best horses he steered Avere Clinker and 
Gooseander, the dam of Sailor and ShoA'eller, but 
he placed his two lads in different stables, John 
going to Bourton under the care of Stevens, an<l 
Bill to Sadler’s at AlhAortli. 

Here aa’c eoine across two names quite famili-ir 
to race-g(K*rs of tlu* present day. for the Stevenses 
AA'cre prominent trainers until (piite recently, .-ind 
Sadler, of Allworth, is the fatiier of A. B. Sadler 
and grandfather of Harry and Alf Sailler. Tiieu 
in this eld(*r Sadh*r’s generation Avonld tx* the 
above-mentioned ('. Duavkoii and Samuel Darling. 
TIm* former, avIio ceased riding in 1844. had his 
best season in 1832. Avlien lie ro<Ie in 174 races 
and w'on scA'enty- three of them, most ’ of them 
being in lieats. Avlii<h entailed riding from one 
place to the other at night bj* coach or sa<hlle. To 
N'cAvniarket also belongs the credit of making old 
John Day. 

Robson died in 18,38, the year tliat Tom Sher- 
AA'tKxl AV*»n the Derby Avith Amato, though he hail 
retired from training ten years lx*fore. liim a 

host of Newmarket men owed their knoAvledge of 
race horses and their training, and tliey includ(*d 
tlie famous jockeys Roiiinsoa and Rogers, and tin* 
almost e«iually prominent Starling. In that decade 
NcAvmarket assnm<*d a curious role, for a great 
desire for display led to wiiat Avas known as tin* 
Easter Sunday SIioaiv' day, of AA'iiicii a few' prints are 
in existence, and can Ik? oeeasionall.A' met Avitli or 
could ;i little Avliile back. XeAvmarket in tlmsc days 
AA'as but a small place. 3’he iieighlK»ring toAvii of 
Haverhill Avas not built, and ’riinrlow Avas the 
market town and the center of Mr. Pauton’s and 
afterwards Mr. Osbaldestoa’s Hunt. 

^ ’riie grandfather of Robert Stephenson. aa'Iio mar- 
ried Sam Rogers’ daughter, and still farms largely 
at Rurwell hard b.v. trained for liis Grace of Bed- 
ford. and I’ratt bad a large string at Hare Park of 
Ix»rd (Irosvenor’s. In Newmarket itself I^>rd (’ler- 
mont’s spacious stables stood AA'here Hammond’s and 
Barclay’s- bank noAV stands, and the Maniuis of 
Queensberry, generally called Old Q., had a large 
establishment at Qneensbury House. Tlie Iinge 
palace, Avhich stood in the center of tlie toAvn, has 
lx*en cut up. mostly into sliops. tliough Mr. L. de 
Rothseliild’s house and stable still retain tlie name. 

Tlie stabl(*s knoAvn as tlie Nunnery, of Avhieh W. 
Bamliridge Avas tenant, is now a builder’s y;ird. 
It Avas liere that Frank Butler lived and died’ and 
N«*ll Gwynne found a lionie near lier royal master. 
Where the Rous Memorial Hospital now' stands the 
thorouglibred roamed in spacious pastures and (’liris 
(Jreen trained his jnmix*rs. All tliose new' houses 
and roads and the New station huA'e removed aacII 
nigh every trace of the old high stone viall Avliieli 
enclosed Lord Stamford’s paddocks. Kingston House. 
Avhere Robson made bis liome and gained his great 
name, has shared tlie fate of the palace and remains 
ill name only. Tlie gaming rooms ImA'e lx*eome of- 
fices of various sorts, and on tlie site of Jarvis’ 
liotel, Avith its f.-imons Avines and liome- brewed beer, 
has risen the Victoria. 

In the face of all these changes it is good to find 
someone or something to eoniieet t(xlay Avith the 
past, and tliere are a few' Avho talk of the old times 
still. A. B. Sadler and Alf Hayhoe can go ba<k a 
long Avay, and John DuAvson and Darling are names 
that have descended from the earliest days of rac- 
ing. A hundred years and more have passed 

since Charles Daw'son gained his title of the famous 
old jockey, and as long ago as 18,30 Thomas Daw- 
son, the elder brother of Matt. Joe and John, com- 
menced as trainer at Middleham. Avhere he reigned 
to the day of his deatli in 1851. He was considered 
the lx*st trainer of his time, superior even to 

Jolin Scott and W. Day, and it av’us AA’ith liis father 
and ills brother Tom that lie gained the sound 
grounding of a profession to Avliicli they w'ere able 
to add a plentiful store of kiioAvledge. 

Though he had not the clianees of others AA'itli 

more Avealthy patrons, he trained tlie St. Leger 



wiiiiK*rs Blm* Bonm-t and Van Troiiip. .-iiid of the 
I»erl»y in Ellington. IB* was tli»* first t(* strike out 
in the men* modern st.vh* of training, wliirh liis 
younger hr(*th(*rs fo||ow<‘d and improved upon Avitli 
sm-li sm-eess. .MattlicAv DaAvson struck out for liim- 
solf in tlie .vear 184r» and in 1848 Avas engaged to 
train for Lord John Scott. 

About tlie reign of Matt Dawson at Russley more 
space could be filled than aac have at our oommand, 
and it must b<* sufficient to mention bis successes 
Avith Diinde**. SuiilK*aiii. Bm-kstone, Seottisli Cliicf 
and his first Derh.v vict*»ry Avith Tlioriii;inl»y.

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



la repjird to tho railroad disaster at Amherst, 
a rioveland statement of yesterday says: In- 

vestination to idaee the blame for the double wreck 
of thrt‘e New York Central flyers at Amherst, in- 
cluding the Twentieth Century Limited, which took 
a toll of twenty -seven lives and injured over forty 
persons, two fatally, was under way here today. 
Both state and federal offi<ials were to attend a 
hearing of railway employes involved in the dis- 
aster, summoned to tell their stories of the wreck 
by the New Y*ork Central. II. W. Belnap repre- 
sented the Interstate Commerce Commission, M. J. 
llefferman and W. S. Packard the state utilities 
commission. Evidence already made public shows 
there are but three possible explanations of the 
cause of the wreck, and the probe was to be con- 
ducted along these lines: Did Engineer Herman 

Hess of the second division of No. 8(>, w'hose train 
collided with the first section, fail to see a block 
stop signal? Did A. H. Ernst, Amherst tow’er- 
man, fail to set the block signal against Hess’ 
train, as Hess alleges? Did the signal app.aratus 
work proiH‘rly? Ernst says it was faulty; this the 
New York Central denies. The train crews of tiie 
Twentieth Century Limited and the first section 
of No. 8() w’ere expected to be absolved. The 

engineer of the latter stopped because the block 

signal was against him; the engineer for the 

former had no warning of an obstruction in his 

path. A contributing factor of the wreck was a 
heavy fog. Although the New’ York Central claims 
but twenty-six iH*rsons, twenty- four of them pas- 
sengers, iost their lives, morgue officials dis- 
agreed, saying they had parts of twenty -seven 
bodies. Tliere were two bodies at Lorain, tw’o 

at Elyria and parts of twenty-three at Amherst. 
Sixtecui of the twenty-seven had been identified. 
The other eleven may never be. Seven of the un- 
known dead were men and three of them women 
Of the injured, Albert Keller, oOOO Lincoln avenue, 
Cliicago, cannot survive, and Wilbur Mahoney, To- 
ledo, is not expected to live more than a few hours. 

The French official report issued at Paris yester- 
day says: To the south of the River Somme, the 

way having been prepared by a violent iKimbard- 
nient, the emniy penetrated to one of tlie advanced 
points of our line' at a point to the west of ^ er- 
manclovilliers. to thc‘ north of Chaulnes. A counter 
attack cm our part, however, drove them out at 
once. To the west of the River Meuse the Ger- 
mans last night deliverc‘d several c-ounter attacks 
against cmr |H»sitions in the* wood of Avocemrt. All 
these assaults, however, were driven b:ick by our 
curtains of fire and tlie firing of our m.achine guns 
and infantry detac hments, w hic h caused heavy losses 
in the ranks of the enemy. This was notably the 
case before the redoubt of Avocourt, where the 
(Jermans left piles of dcaid bodies. There has been 
no new’ military endeavor in the region of Malan- 
court. To the east of the River Meuse and in the 
Woc‘vre district there has been intermittent bom- 
bardments. Tlie (ierinans have thrown into the 
River Meuse, to the north of St. Mihiel, a great 
numlM'r of floating minc‘s, which, however, have 
causcMi no cl.image. In Lorraine there has been ac- 
tivity on the part of our artillery iKdween Domevre 
and P.remcmil. There has been no other happening 
of imiwrtance to report from any other point cm the 
front. During the day of Marcdi 29. one of our 
aerial attacking scpiadrons threw’ down fifteen 
shells of large caliber on the Sablons railroad sta- 
tion of Metz and five others on the railroad sta- 
tion at Pagny-Sur- Moselle. During the night of 
M.irch 29. two French aviators bombarded the 
railroad station at Maiziores-Les-Metz, seven miles 
north of Mc*tz. Gen. A. Y. E. Dubail was ap- 
jiointed military governor of Paris today. He re- 
l»laces Gen. Michael Maunoury. who is relievc*d on 
the ground of ill hc-alth. Gen. Dubail, who is 
sixty-five years old, served in the Franco-Prussian 
war. When tlie present war began Gen. Joflfre 
chose him to hold the Vosges, and in checking Gen. 
von Heeringen, he contributed to the victory of 
the Marne. 

An important statement from P.erlin yesterday 
says: The submarine “crisis” in the German rcdchs- 
tag has passed, with a victory for chancellor yon 
Bethmann-IIollweg. who urged a consiliatory policy 
toward neutrals. Leaders of all parties today ex- 
prc'ssed their satisfaction at the explanation made 
by the government at a secret session of the reichs 
tag’s main committc*e. They were particularly im 
prc'ssed by the speech of Admiral von (’apelle. suc- 
cessor to Von Tirpitz at the head of the depart- 
ment of marine. At the conclusion of the speeches, 
the progressive liberal party offered a resolution to 
postiKme indefinitely the resolutions designed to 
hamper the chancellor in his dc*alings with America 
and other neutrals. These resolutions, offered by 
the national liberal and conservative parties, di- 
rected that the government should make no agree- 
ment with a foreign i>ower limiting the use of the 
submarine, except w’itli respect to passenger carry- 
ing ships. If an attempt is made to revise these 
resolutions in the reichstag, the progressive liberals 
will move an amendment. For the last sentence 
reading: The liberty of the use of the submarine 
wcaiKin shall be reserved in negotiation with for- 
eign nations, they w’ill offer as a substitute the 
phrase: The liberty of the use of the submarine 
against Germany’s enemies shall be reserved in ac- 
tual and further negotiations. Though the gover- 
ment is expected to issue some sort of statement 
on the meeting every 'effort has been made to keep 
secret the actual statements made by Bethmann- 
Holhveg and Admiral von Capelle. To insure secrecy 
the reichstag’s insiiector personally supervised ar- 
rangements for the meeting. 

Concerning the terms of the agreement for the 
use of Mexican railroads, a Washington dispatch 
of yesterday says: “Gen Funston today was ex- 

Iiected to tender to the Mexican North w’estern rail 
road cargoes of supplies for shipment to the Amer- 
ican forces beyond the border, under an agreement 
made with Gen. Carranza by the state department. 
The first chief helped to solve the arm’s most 
dirticult problem in the chase for Villa by promptly 
granting renew(‘d requests for permission to use 
the railroad. Carranza has agreed that the line 
can b(* used on a commercial basis, and this is con- 
strued here to mean that all service shall be paid 
for at regular rates. This does not involve the 
shipment of munitions nor the use of American 
guards on the Mexican trains. The state depart- 
ment W’ill negotiate with Carranza further to bring 
about a more complete understanding pending the 
<*om plot ion of the proposed protocol with the de 
facto government to cover the entire subject of 
the international pursuit of Villa. Assuming that 
Caranza had notified his officers on the border of 
the new’ agreement for the use of the railroad, an 
order w’as dispatched to Funston late last night to 
tender supplies for shipment. Once the rail supply 
line is in Optra tion, officials said, unless the motor 
truck service now in operation is needed a.s a sup 
plementary service, it could be dispensed with.’’ 

More than fifty persons, most of them workers on 
tlieir w’ay to tiieir day’s labor, were injured, some 
of them seriously, in two street cur collisions in 
the southwestern suburbs of Chicago yesterday. One 
of the injured. Francis Malont‘y, a motorman, may 
tlie of his injuries. A dense fog that suddenly 
settled over the prairies to the west and south of 
the city was resjtonsiblc for the collisions. It d<‘- 
veloped that in each instance at the points wherc 
the wrecks occurred there was but a single track 
to care for the traffic in both directions. The acci 
dents were similar. In both cases the two cars 
came together head-on, and with a crash that w’as 
heard for blocks. The first accident was at Lyons, 
where tw’o cars collided at Ogden and Harlem 
avenues. One of the cars was loaded with work 
ers on their way to the Cicero plant of the Gen 
eral Electric compan.v. A girl iiroved herself i 
heroine in this emergency. Twelve imrsons were 
injured in this collision. The second collision, an 
lionr later than the one at Lyons, came at V.’est 
t>ixty-third street .and South Fifty-sixth avenue 
in Ch-tring. The west-bound car was crowded witli 
employes of the (’orn Products Refining company 
going to the big Argo idant. 

From Pefn^grad yesterday a dispat<h says: The 

following offii-iai coiumuni«*ation was issued by the 
war office: Fighting continues in the Dvinsk re 

gion. and there has b<*en a violent artillery fire at 
some ]daces south of Dvinsk. In tiie region west of 
Lak«* Nonuz we have dislodged tiie enemy from the 
southern part of the weed south of Mokritza. and 
by our fire repulsed later counter attacks by the 
enemy. There have lieen violent fusilhules at some 
places in the region of the Oginski canal. Near the 
village of Soinino our deta<*hments forced the wire 
ilefenses of an ♦•many jsist and ejected from tlie 
tnuichcs the Germans def«‘iiding them. 'I'he tier 
mans fled «»ver the canal. Enemy aviators h;iv 
droiUHMl bombs in the region of the iNditzy and 
laiunmetz stations. On the front of thc> middle 
Stripa river we repulsed enemy attempts to ai 
l»roach our trenches. A thaw’ has commenced tm the 
whole front. The marsh and lake regiems are all 
iuuudutcd, not only in the south, but also iu the 



north. The melting of the thick covering of snow 
on all the northern roads is creating extraordinary 
difficulties in the movement of troops and artillery. 

Department of Justice agents, following a trail 
which is saiil to lead to American sources of sup- 
ply for Villa, have uncovered evidence in New 
York and other cities w’hich they believe w’hen 
fully develoiH'd will justify the charge that cer- 
tain Americans are aiding the bandit to get muni- 
tions with which to fight the United States Army. 
The allegation often made that Villa has received 
aid from German sources also is being investigated, 
but no indication has been given as to whether any 
evidence has been found. The department is dis- 
inclined to act on its evidence that American 
money and supplies have gone to Villa while it 
is in the stage that will involve only subordi- 
nates. It intends to pursue the trail, if possible, 
to the men higher up. 

Gen. Felix Diaz, nepliew of the former president 
of Mexico, has landed in Mexico at the head of an 
expedition which is planning to start immediately 
a revolution against the Carranza de facto gov- 
ernment. The expedition went ashore on the gulf 
coast of Mexico, near the boundar.v lines betw’een 
the states of Tabasco and Campeche, according to 
private information that reached inner circles iu 
Washington yesterday. The party is said to be 
small, but composed of well-trained men w’ith suffi 
sient arms and ammunition. A telegram releived 
here to<lay indicated that important developments 
might be exiiected from the states in southern 
Mexico bordering on the isthmus of Tehuantepec, 
W’hich the Diaz forces expect soon to control. 

General Sarrail. the French commander-in-chief, 
left Saloniki yesterday for the front. Lieut. -Gen. 
Mabon, the British commander, called on General 
Sarrail before his departure. The British com 
mander then left for Athens, accompanied by several 
other British officers, and w’ill be received tomorrow 
by King Constantine. Several suspected Bulgarians 
w’ere arrested on Tuesday in the interior of Mace 
donia. M. Tomitch, an engineer of the Oriental 
railroad, fled to Monastir because he w’as suspected 
of being a German agent. Another engineer em- 
ployed by the same railroad has been ordered to 
leave w’ithin forty -eight hours. 

A Rome dispatch says: Four Austrian aeroplanes 

were brought down during the air raid over Vene- 
tian provinces on Monday last, and eight Austrian 
officers were made prisoners, according to the latest 
official reports. The raiders failed to inflict any 
damage of significance, it is declared, aiid only a 
few’ iM'rsous w’ere w’ouuded. It is announced that 
six persons were slightly wouuded by liombs throw’ii 
fnun Austrian aeroplanes during the raid which oc- 
curred in the province of Venice on Monday last. 

Eximrts of domestic merchandise valued at $220,- 
246,021 shipped through the port of New Y'ork dur- 
ing February established a new record from any 
American iKirt, according to figures made public 
there yesterday by customs officials. The next 
highest month was November, 191o, $188,036,458, 
the increase in favor of February this year being 
$32,209, .-)36. February, 1915, show’od $109,493,437, 
Imi>orts during February this year w’ere valued at 
$103, 084, .535, against $71,015,866 for February, 1915. 

Ernest Schuler, a GemiaM, held up the captain 
of the British steamer Matopp shortly after the 
vessel passed Sandy Hook last night, bound from 
New York for Vladivostok with a cargo of muni- 
tions and war material. Schuler, w’ho W'as a 
stowaw’ay, put the wireless out of oi>eration, locked 
the captain in his room all night and searched 
his papers and the ship’s safe. The man is under 
arrest at Ix‘wes, Del,, having betni landed yester 
day afternoon. 

Charles M. Witham and Joseph F. Marek, the six- 
teen-year-old youtlis wlio murdered Joseph Osborne, 
the hermit, in his hut near East Seventy-sixth 
street and Greemvood avenue, Oct. 20, 1915, were 
found guilty by a jury before Judge Thompson 
yesterday. The punishment w’as fixed at fourteen 
years’ imprisonment eacli. The jury delilierated 
eighteen hours before the verdicts w’ere reached. 

Captain Hans Tauscher. husband of Johanna Gad 
ski. the opera singer, and s.aid to be an officer 
in the German navy, was arrested at New’ Y'ork yes 
terday by special agents of the department of jus 
tice on a w’arrant charging him Avith being con- 
cerned in an alleged conspiracy to blow up the 
Welland canal in Canada. 

Lieut. Gen. Ichinosukc Oka, .Japanese minister of 
AA’ar, has resigned, ow’ing to ill health. He has 
been succeeded by Lieut. Gen. Ken-lchi Oshima, 
W’ho has held the post of vice minister of war.
